Almost a month ago, after being presented 
with the pros and cons, from both sides, the 
Antioch i Village— Board— decided,— by— a- 
majority vote, not to intervene in the name of 
the villagerinthematter of th*~19;7 percent 
rate hike approval being sought by Com- 
monwealth Edison. 

Trustee Ron Cunningham was absent from 
the meeting and Trustees Edgar Simonsen 
and'Vern - Barnstable; voted-for-the~in-- 
tervention, but. the majority of the board, 
Mabel Lou Weber, William Seemann and 
Don Amundsen, voted to stay out of the con- 
troversy. 

But the Antioch Grade School District has 
decided to take on Com Ed, along with many 
other area school districts and the Illinois 
Association of School Boardsr^—r^- — 

At a recent school board meeting, a motion 
.was made by school board member Bruce 
' Jablonski, to enter into a common lawsuit 
with the Illinois Association of School Boards 
to contest the proposed Commonwealth 
Edison electrical rate increase, as it applies 
to schools. 

The board unanimously approved the 
motion which included a maximum payment 
of $2,000, provided that the lawsuit is 
litigated through the lower courts and at the 



State Supreme Court level. \ ■ ; 

When the motion was approved; the $2,000 
-cost-was-based_bn_lthe_ih volvement of 30- 
school 'districts, since then 60 school districts 
have joined in the~Jught-and-the-Antioch_ 
Grade School District's share has decreased 
to$750. ' 

According to Antioch Grade School 
District Superintendent Don Skidmore, the 
-schbol-district-will have-to re-apprpve_ariy„ 
additional expenditure, if the lawsujt 
proceeds after their original $750. has been 
spent. . ** 

Skidmore says, "Its not so much what is 
being charged, but how its being charged/' 

"School districts as a whole have been 
traumatically affected because of their, rate 
structure," Skidmore continued. 

He is referring to the structure that is 
based oh peak loads even in the sum- 
mertime, when schools are operating with a 
minimum use of electrical power. 

"In the last two years our electric bill has 
gone up 40 percent, or$40,000. that's a lot of 
money," says the school superintendent. 

Antioch Grade School District 34 has an an- 
nual electric bill amounting to $130,000 for 
the operation of six buildings.
